If it seem s to be abno rm al do no t 
try to m ake a diagno sis y o u rself 
and do no t try to treat it, since 
bo th can cau se a lo t o f tro u ble.

ber o f skin diso rders bu t in th e 
past a g reat m an y o f th em were 
sim ply tailed "eczem a.” Th is w as 
kind o f a scrap basket, bu t to day

m u ch mo re accu rate and to re­ 
strict th e u se o f th e nam e eczem a 
to a kind o f allergic reactio n o f 
th e skin.

ta. 


Th e wo rds eczem a o r de rm a ti­ 
tis v enenata are u sed to indicate 
an irritatio n o f th e skin by so me 
ex ternal su bstance. Th e difficu lty 
is no respecto r o f age bu t is like­ 
ly , at least at th e beginning, to 
be o n th o se po rtio ns o f th e skin

a cooperative house for outstand­ 
ing 4-H girls with high scholastic 
records in high school.

an economical cam pus home of 
high standards and has always 
been run on a cooperative basis 
with the girls doing all of the 
managing, budgeting. houseKeep- 
irg, menu planning, food purchas­ 
ing and cooking. 
The present 4-11 House site has 
proven inadequate. More space 
ie needed and the high cost to 
repair and remodel the present 
building is not practical. 


Co’iSequentiy, it baa become nec­ 
essary to plan to build a new 4-H 
House. On June 7, 250 persons 
celebrating th# 25th anniversary of 
the organization of the House in* 
supinated the 4-H House Heritage 
Fund to help provide for a new 
cam pus home. Several officers of 
the Illinois Home Bureau Federa­ 
tion attended that celebration. 


Ptaehes from home freezers are 
ofter1 brown or discolored. As a re­ 
sult the fruit is poor in flavor and 
texture. What’s the causa? Can it 
be prevented? 
Contact with air is the chief 
cause of browning, according to 
Anne Kyian, aasociate in food re­ 
search, University of Illinois home 
economics department. While there 
m ay be no absolute cure for the 
problem, quality truit, moisture- 
vapor-proof packaging and speed 
in both preparation and freezing 
should be helpful. 
Sugar syrup should he used 
as the sweetening agent because 
it gives better protection from 
the 
air than the dry sugar. If 
the sugar is heated when it is 
prepared, it should be cooled 
completely hetero being used. 
Ascorbic acid (vitamin C) help* 
to prevent browning and should be 


added to the syrup in which the 
peaches are packaged. Commer­ 
cial preparations containing ascor­ 
bic acid are usually sold in gro­ 
cery stoles under different Lade 
names. They should be used ac­ 
cording to the m anufacturer’s dir­ 
ections. 
Ascorbic acid tablets or crystals 
can 
usually be purchased from 
drugstores. 
Dissolve 
three 
50- 
m illigram tablet* in the amount 
of sugar syrup needed for each 
pint carton, about one cup, or add 
% teaspoon of the e n s ta Is to 4 
cups of the sugar syrup. 
Assemble all equipment and In­ 
gredient* before you peel the 
peaches. Fill the carton about one- 
half full of the syrup to which 
you have 
added the ascorbic 
arid. As each peach is peeled, 
alif a it directly into the carton. 
Add more syrup if necessary to 
cover the peaches, hut leave 1 j 
inch of head space In th.* pint 
cartons and 
one 
inch in 
the 
quarto to allow for expansion as 
the product freezes. 


Be sure the peaches are covered 
with the syrup to a depth that 
will prevent them from pushing 
above the syrup as they freeze. 
Once 
browning 
starts, 
it 
may 
spread thioughout the container. 


Seal the carton at once and put 
it in the freezer. If you are using 
locker storage, the containers may 
be left in the refrigerator for a 
short tim *, but not longer than 
three or four hours. The tempera 
tuie of the refrigerator should be 
about 38* to 45* . 
freezer temperatures .should be 
0* F or lower to maintain th# beal 
quality in fruits and vegetables. 
When the temperature is higher, 
undesirable changes in color, tex­ 
ture and flavor may take place.
